Messrs. Brick and Hamilton, of Peace 
River, started on their return trip this 
morning with their two dog trains. Each 
train of four dogs draws about 300 pounds 
of goods, and they intend making thirty-five 
miles per day. On their trip out they left 
fish for the dogs at differemt points, about 
34 miles apart, and they fave to make these 
points in order to get food for the dogs. 
The fish is put ina bag and huag on a sapl- 
ing,too small for 2, wolverine to climb and too 
high for him to reach by. jumping, becanse 
if they buried them in the snow those 
animale would find them and the dogs would 
have to go without. They expect to make 
the return trip in about eight Sova. 

THE list of lands for sale for taxes, which 
appeared in tie preceding issue of this 
paper, has a somewhat formidable appear- 
auce. So:mething like 900 lots are offered 
for sale for taxes amounting to about $4,000. 
Nearly 800 out of the 900 are situated on 
three of the original river lots upon which 
the town was located, and which do not 
include more than a quarter of the total 
area. On the Hudson’s Bay company’s 
reserve, which comprises some 2,060 acres 
within the town limits, less than 90 lots are 
for sale. On river lots 6 and 8, which 
adjoin the H. B. property, and which may 
be said to be the heart of the town, only 
some 25 lots are for sale out ofa total of 
several hundred. River lot 10, the next 
adjoining estate, has about 400 lots for eak. 
While the lots for sale are what might be 
called outside property, that is not tke 
reason of their being offered. It is under- 
stood that the failure to pay taxes on a 
large proportion of these lots is due to local 
mismanagement, the owner believing that 
the taxes had been paid out of sales of the 
property, which was not the fact. The 
next adjoining river lois 12 and 14 are re- 
eponsible for the remaining 400 delinquent 
lots, all the delinquents being outside pro- 
perty. The heavy grading ~xpenses in- 
curred in the first year of the town’s 
incorporation on river lois 10, 12 and 14, 
which are being paid for by frontage tax, 
are responsible for the great bulk of the de- 
linquencies. Another reasen why the 
number of delinquencies on river lots 10, 12 
and 14 appear so large is that the town lots 
on those preperties are of small size, so that 
an acre in arrears or those properties would 
mean a very large addition to the number of 
lots for sale without adding nearly as much 
to the value of the property affected.

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THE SCHOOL ORDINANCE. 


The muddle that has occurred in re- 
gard to the refusal of the lieutenant- 
governor’s assent to the amendments 
to the school ordinance passed. at last 
session of the Northwest assembly has 
recently been ventilated at Ottawa. It 
appears—if the oificial statements made 
are to be credited—that His Honor 
witheld his assent from this important 
bill for no reason at all. The commit- 
tee of the privy council have been 
unable to find any reason why the bill 
should not have been assented to and 
the only reason given by His Honor is 
that as the bill was passed on the last 
day of the session he had not had an 
opportunity of examining its provisions, 
and therefore after consulting with Mr. 
Haultain he decided to withold his 
assent, in order to refer it to Ottawa. 
It is peculiar to say the least that as 
there were several bills passed on the 
last day of the session this was the only 
one from which he found it necessary 
to whithold his assent; and the more 
peculiar because this bill had been be- 
fore the house long enougr to be dis- 
cussed at some considerable length, and 
the important part of it, namely the 
alteration in the system of granis, had 
received his assent before it was 
brought into the house. As to the bill 
itself the BuLLETIN is strongly opposed 
to its proposed alteration in the system 
of grants, for reasons already given, and 
therefore cannet look upon the with- 
holding of assent as any great loss to 
the Territories, in itself; but at the 
same time the bill having received the ! 

support of the majority of the assembly, 
and having no inherent defect that 
‘vould render it an improper law, it can- 
not support the baulking of the will of 
the assembly by any such procedure as 
has been resorted to in this case, 
whether on account of the reasons 
given or for other reasons that have 


not been given.

EXHIBITION ACCOUNTS. 

The short debates which have taken 
place in the senate and commons re- 
cently on the subject of the payment 
of outstanding Territorial exhibition 
accounis reveals very peculiar views of 
responsibility as held by Premier 
Bowell and finance minister Foster. It 
seems that these gentlemen have some 
doubts abou' the responsibility of the 
Dominion government for the aczounts 
incurred in respect of the Territorial 
exhibition by Lieutenant-governor Mac- 
kintosh. How any such doubts *can 
exist in any reasonable and honest 
mind is hard to see. Someone is cer- 
tainly responsible for there having been 
an exhibition. It certainly was not 
the Territorial executive or assembly. 
It was either Lieutenant-governor Mac- 
kintosh or the Dominion government. 
If che lieutenant-governor in his person- 


al capacity was solely responsible, the 
Dominion government did a most un- 


heard of act ir placing $25,000 ab- 
solutely at his disposal, to be dealt with 
as to Lim seemed best. They certainly 
cannot escape responsibility to the tax- 
payers of the country for the possible 
misuse or waste of such a Jarge amount 
of money—let go under such peculiar 
circumstances. Ifthe fair was not con- 
ducted on Lieutenant-governor Mac- 
kintosh’s personal responsibility, the 
$25,000 was not absolutely handed over 
to him to be dealt with as he pleased ; | 
but was merely placed in his hands for 
expenditure on government account for 
exhibition purposes. In that case the | 
lieutenant governor was merely the 
agent of the government and being 
such the government is bound to make 
good the contracts into which he enter- 
ed. Uuder such circumstances it seems 
strange to hear the highest public men 
in the land publicly take the ground 
that the government is not legally 
bound to pay the debts thus incurred; 
the inference being that if they are 
paid it will be an act of charity and 
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; as to bind the patrons to continue furnish- 


not justice. There is another feature 
of the case that is worth noting. The 
Burieris has always held that the 
. $25,000 voted by the Dominion parlia 
ment for the purposes of the fair was 
really taken from the amount that was 
properly due the Territories for the 
public purposes cf that year. In other 
worls, had there been no fair, the 
Tenisorial government should, and very 
likely would, have had $25,000 more to 
spend on public works. Now that the 
$25,000 did not prove enough and an- 
other appropriation will hare to be 
made—if the accounts are to be squar- 
ed-—we may expect that the needed 
be'ance will be subtracted from the 
general appropriation from the Terri- 
tories, as wes the original amount. 
More than likely this is the feature of 
the Northwest estimates about which 
the lieutenant-governor got leave of 
absence on which to consult the Ottawa 
cabinet. Under ordinary circumstances 
it might be supposed that the executive 
committee of the Territorities were 
the proper parties to consult about the 
Northwest estimates, if it was intended 
to deal justly by the Northwest The 
fact that the governor and not the 
executive is being consulted does not 
look well for a proper increase in our 
next years’ appropriation. The North- 
west wants those exhibition accounts 
paid, but as the Northwest did not ask 
for the exhibition, and more particu'ar- 
ly did not manage it, it does not want 
be made pay for other people’s mistakes. | 
Let those who made the mistakes pay

DAIRY PRODUCTS. 


Eprtor BULLETIN.’ 


Dear Sir: The present outlook for the 
fature of the Northern Alberta farmer is so 
gloomy as to attract and rivet the earnest 
thought and attention of every deep think- 
ing man, who has at heart the future in- 
terests of his adopted country, and the 
welfare of his countrymen. This must be a 
purely agricultural country. I do not 
mean purely grain growing, but confined to 
the products of the husbandman. We have 
no natural resources of sufficient value to 
offer an avenue of support to the struggling 
ssttler. We have no factories to give labor 
to the poor. No industry of any kind to 
which the despondent, discouraged farmer 
may turn to earn the simple subsistence of 
his dependent family, after seeing all he 
counted upon to carry them through the 
winter, cut down by the frost, which was 
the misfortune of many new settlers 
during the past season. 

Again, the low prices prevailing for 
coarse grains at present, even when there 
has occurred such a failure of those crops 
during the past season, highly demonstrates 
the fact that with the limited and unstable 
markets we have for those grains the tiller 
of the soil will reap but small reward for 
the sweat of his brow. To evolve some 
solution of the problem of our future 
development invites the careful attentio: of 
those who are in a position to aid in devis. 
ing means to ameliorate this state of affairs. 
Some time ago I had a conversation ‘vith a 
certain gentleman of sound, practical, com- 
mon sense, who propounded a suggestion 
which struck me as being not oniy feasible, 
but easily accomplished if taken hold of by 
the proper parties. I will now throujh 
your §columns place this suggestion before 
the public, and [ feel that the readers of 
this article will not only at once recognize 
the practicability of the scheme, but be- 
come at once convinced of the benefits 
which shall accrue from its adoption. 
I have already remarked that grain 
growing is too uncertain in this district, 
and the market too unstable to ensure any 
measure of success to the farmer. What 
shall he do then? Go into dairy stock, 
beef and pork. How can he do this with- 
out capital ? 

Here comes the suggeation. Let there 
be districts formed, called dairy and stock 
districts, by legislative means, upon the 
same principle as the formation of public 
school fdistricts, with the exception, that 
the dairy and stock districts do not demand, 
nor require any financial aid frem the gov- 
ernment. Let us say, that the settlers with- 
in a radius of ten (10) miles square desire to 
form themselves into a dairy and stock dis- 
trict. They elect three good, competent 
energetic men as trustees, or a board of 
directors, who after becoming thoroughly 
posted in the resources and requirements of 
their districts, borrow a certain sum of 
money by floating debentures of their dis- 
trict. After “getting this money they in- 
vest a portion of it in building a creamery 
and purchasing machinery, separators, &c. 
We will suppose there isa nice little sum 
of money left to buy cows. The directors 
sell those cows to the taxpayers within 
the district, using discretion in placing 
them and taking a lien on them for a term 
of years, to ensure their payment as well 
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ing their cream. A certain Lagoon 3 from 
the proceeds of the butter manufactured 
will be kept off each individual at the time 
of sales towards payment of cows purchased. 
There must be a maximum rate of taxation 
fixed to restrict the board from inctrrin 
too great liabilities. If the manufactured 
article meets a ready sale at good figures, 
the tax would be merely nominal. 


In conclusion I will now draw a few in- 
ferences, following the adoption of this 
scheme, At the end of three or four years 
the patrons who bought those cows would 
own them, and meanwhile have the bene- 
fit of the increase. They would also be able 
to raiseafew hogs for market as well as 
some beef. Frost might come, but the 
farmer could utilize his frozen grain in the 
shape of fodder, and he aeed not be worry- 
ing over a inarket; for his oats and barley ;

FORT SASKATCHEWAN, 
ALBERTA. 


The concert held at Josephburg 
school house on Tuesday the 21st, in 
aid of the Presbyterian church was 
well attended ani a success in every 
particular, fully a hundred people being 
present. A number of good songs were 
rendered by Professor Cook and other 
geutlemen. Refreshments were served 
by the ladies to whom much thanks 
and praise is due. At the conclusion 
of the concert a dance was proposed and 
as soon as the school house could be 
cleared of the seais dancing was com- 
menced and kept up until daylight. A 
number of Fort Saskatchewan’s leading 
citizens attended in a body and 
thoroughly enjoyed themselves. <A 
vote of thanks is due Mr. Jas. Stephen- 
son who acted as floor manager, for his 
good management in that capacity. It 
is hard to decide who was the belle cf 
the ball, there was such a bevy of nice 
young ladies present. 

The annual meeting of the Fort Sas- 
katchewan agricultural society took 
place on Saturday, 25th instant, and 
was the largest gathering of represnta- 
tive farmers and ranchers that has ever 
been held in Northern Alberta. The 
following officers were re-elected: F. 
Fraser Tims, M. L. A., honorary pre- 
sident; J. L. Porte, president; Wm. 
Walker, Ist vice-president; Hugh 
Irwin, 2nd vice-president: J. F. 
Forbes, secretary treasurer, and a good 
directorate. 

The president opened the meeting 
with an able address on a number of 
interesting events in connection with 
the society, and then called on the 
secretary for a statement of the affairs 
since the last annual meeting; and that 
everything was satisfactory can be 
judged by the accounts that after pay 
ing all expenses, $194.10, (the expenses 
were somewhat heavy this year owing 
to our taking part in the Regina ex- 
hibition), and a prize list in cash, of 
$286.75, the society would have in the 
hands of the secretary-treasurer $62.48 
to carry forward to the season of 1896. 

Too much credit cannot be given to 
the officers of the society for the man- 
ner in which it has been managed, and 
also to the jadies who so kindly stepped 
forward and made a success of the 
agricultural ball, a short time ago, when 
it was thought the finances were run- 
ning short. Nothing can be done with- 
out the ladies and we trust that every 
agricultural society has as many willing 
helpmates as ours. 

After the reading of the financial 
statement the president said the society 
would be pleased to hear from any 
member present who had anything to 
say that might be of benefit to the 
society or the community at large, and 
this brought out anumber of good 
speeches and resolutions. A copy of the 
latter is as follows : 

Ist. To minister of interior: “ That 
the attention of the department be 
drawn to the fact that the policy of in- 
ducing destitute immigrants to settle 
here who have to be maintained at the 
public expense after their arrival, is an 
injury to the settlement of the cou:.try, 
and that this society recommends that 
work be provided for destitute immi- 
grants instead of charity. 

The society would further beg to 
point out that until such time as we 
have a direct railway running east and 
west, the country will not progress, and 
that owing to lack of this the settlers 
are kept from marketing their produce, 
and it also keeps intending settlers 
from coming into the country.” 

2nd. “That it is of the utmost im- 
portance to she country that all settlers 
be allowed to get the 1,800 lineal feet 
of dry lumber without any restriction 
as to the size of butt.” 

The pauper immigration induced by 
the department of the interior from 
foreign countries, was handled without 
gloves, and ifthe government knows 
what is good for it, it will be more 
careful in its selection of immigration 
agents and its class of immigrants. 
Northern Alberta does not propose tc 
allow itself iv be made a dumping 
ground, without raising such an outcry 
that will be heard far and near. An- 
other thing which caused bitter com- 
ment was the want of railway communi- 
cation, and the idiotic manner in which 
the railway lands were given away by 
the government so as to prevent any 
opposition to the Canadian Pacific Rail- 
way. Northern Alberta has now reach- 
ed that stage when it must have another 
railway running east and west. The 
bulk of the settlers cannot market their 
produce owing to the long hauls and 
low prices. Unless new settlers can 
afford to buy farms lose to the railway, 
it is no use of their coming to Northern 
Alberta looking for homesteads, as all 
the vacant homesteads for many miles 
are now taken. The want of intelli- 
gence shown by the department of in. 
tericr in its handling of a new coun- 
try, such as this is, is corsidered as be- 
Ing a disgrace to the whole Dominion. 
Petition after petition, complaint after 
complaint, has gone to it, begging and 
praying that colonization roads be open- 


| ed up, if railways are not built, so as 
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to save the settlers travelling from 30 
to 60 miles on every trip they have to 
make to market ; but no—this cannot 
be done—as all public works must be 
done in the east, so that hundreds of 
thousands of dollars can be thrown 
amongst the boodlers and __ political 
hacks of Ontario, Quebec and the Mari- 
time Provinces. « 


PROVINCIAL AUTONOMY. 


Mr. F. F. Tims, M. L. A., was called 
on to give his ideas on it, and he did, 
and read the pamphlet on the subject 
by the Calgary people, which gives a 
clear explanation of provincial autono- 
my. Mr. Frank Marriaggi was also call- 
ed on and made a_ good speech on the 
subject. As this was the first meeting 
here at which the subject was brought 
up and explained, everybody took a 
great interest in it, and on the spet a 
committee was formed, comprised of 
F. F. Tims, F. Marriaggi, J. F. Forbes, 
J. L. Porte and R. Hardisty, to further 
the object, and work in conjunction 
with the headquarters of the movement 
at Calgary. The stand taken by Mani- 
toba was referred to by one of the 
speakers and warmly received? There 
must be no interference with provincial 


rights. The speakers were Messrs. 
Porte, Fluker, Tims, Pearce, Marriaggi, 


Forbes, Irwin, Walker, Montgomery, 
Hamilton, Hardisty and Doze. Meet- 
ing opened at2 o’clock and closed at 
six.

He is positive that oil can be got within 
a radius of 20 miles of Edmonton.

Wilson, and G. G. Grogan, and from A. G, 
Randall aud Gee. Thompson for assessor. 
P. Heiminck appeared before the council 
with a communication regarding the rail- 
way question giving a thorough discription 
of the situation, as; he understands it. 
Owing te the great iength of the letter it is 
crowded out of this issue, but will appear 
on Monday. 


On consideration of the petition of the 
ratepayers for the exemption of chnrch pro- 
perty from taxation, it was decided to 
enforce the coliection of taxes from all 
owing. The taxes on the hospital were re- 
mitted. The petition of Sister M. Xavier 
re bedsteads was referred to the committee 
on fire, water and light with full power to 
act. The amount charged against D. C.

EDMONTON GENERAL HOSPITAL. 


The sisters of charity have the pleasure of 
announcing to the public that the new 
hospital will be open for patients on Wed- 
ieeaay, February 5th. Drs. Aylen end 
Royal will be the admitting physicians for 
the month. 

Afew words of information n the subjeod 
wiil no doubt be acceptable to the public in 
general. Patients not able to pay will be 
admitted free to the general wards, and the 
doctors for that month will attend them 
free of charge. All who are able to pay can 
have a private ward. and will be at liberty 
to have their own doctor to attend thein ; 
or those not able to pay for a private ward, 
ean, by paying fifty cents per day, havea 
bed and attendance in the general ward, 
aud their own doctor. Be it well under- 
stood that the hospital has nothing to do 
with paying the medical men, and all 
patients, who have not the means of paying 
a doctor will be under the care of the 
physician for the month; in fine, all who 
pay can have any doctor they may choose. 

It is to be hoped that the fadies of the 
town amongst their other good works, will 
be able to fortn a medicine fund for the 
poorer patients, but, as a rule, all medicines 
and doctors’ prescriptions will be paid for 
by the patients if possible. Any person 
wishing admittance to the Edmonton general 
hospital may apply to the sister superior, 
and a note from one of the medical men will 
be accepted, though not obligatory. It is to 
be clearly understood that this is a general 
hospital, superintended and ran by the 
sisters of charity, and all have free access 
without distinction of -cteed, nationality, 
etc., etc. The sole object of the sisters is to 
minister to the temporal wants of suffering 
humanity, the rest will be left to the Lord 
who watches over ali. | Clergymen of every 
denomination will be welcome, and will find 
the hospital open to them at any hour of the 
twenty-four, when necessary to visit their 
people. Visiting days and hours for rela- 
tives and friends will be’ announced later. 
For any further iuformation, the sister 
superior will be always willing to answer.

The writ for Northumberland, N. B., was 
issued to-day.

Three unarmed Englishmen from the 
Rand, Transvaal republic, have arrived at 
Vryburg,Cape Cclony. They report that they 
were fired on by the Boers, arrested and 
imprisoned at Zeerust, and subjected to the 
greatest indignities and kept in terror of 
their lives until they were released by the 
landvost. 


It is reported that the Brazilian warship 
Benjamin Constant has started to occupy 
the Island of Trinidada. The Constant is a 
protected cruiser of 2,750 tons displacement. 
The dispatch of the Constant, if confirmed, 
will leave no doubt of the stand Brazil 
is ahout to take in her dispute with Great 
Britain over the Island of Trinidada. 


A contract is being entered into for 
supplying Canada with 40,000 stand of 
Martini-Enfield rifles, This uew wespon 
will have a Martini lock and action with an 
Enfield barrel or modification of it. The 
regular Enfield has four grooves and the 
new weapon will be confined to three 
gooves, This change will render the new 
rifle less liable to fouling. Jt will take a 
303 bullet, the same as the Lee-lietford, so 
that the regulars at Halifax, the permanent 
force, and the Canada miltia will all use the 
same ammunition. With baycnets attached 
the vifle will weigh about nine pounds, and 
wili, without doubt, prove a most service- 
able weapon. The cost of this largefconsign- 
ment of rifles will be in the vicinity of $800- 
000.

Free Press Ottawa letter: Mr. Laurier in 
referring to the government’s intention of 
giving the Territories increased parliamen- 
tary representation as announced in the 
speech from the throne, said he smelled a 
gerrymander, and suggested that the subject 
should be left until some fature time for 
consideration and uot dealt with by a 
moribund parliament. His remarks were 
suggested by the idea that no census had 
been taken sinse 1891; thus he was in 
error as the mounted police made 2 special 
enumeration last April, and the result 
showed that the population had increased 
forty per cent. since the causus of 1891. 
There are now in the Territorial districts 
about 87,000 white people. The govern- 
ment has not yet decided on the boundaries 
for the new constituency. However, your 
correspondent is at liberty to state that 
Alberta will be cut in two; the dividing 
line running east and west somewhere in 
the vicinity of Innisfail. A change is also 
to be made ir the dividing line ot Eastern 
and Western Assiniboia running north and 
south. The western riding has a population 
of about 11,000 and the eastern about 26,- 
000. The object of the proposed change is 
to balarce this population between the two 
constituencies and, it is claimed, is in no 
sense @ gerrymander.
